The following paper was read by 


William Lauder, of Biddleaburg, at the 
convention of school directors held in 
Bedford last week: 


In presenting this paper let me as- 


sure you that I have no intention of ad- 
vancing any theories or entering into 
any discussion of the subject of taxa" 
tion. Briefly as possible I want to 
draw your attention to some features 
of taxation affecting our interests as 
school directors. 


Under the present laws the 
per 


capita tax is SI; it abrogates the oc- 
cupation tax and no matter what a 
man's income m ly be, if he dots not 
own any real or personal property, his 
tax for school purposes cannot be more 
than SI. The occupation tax was in 
effect in 1854 and limited also to SI. 
There may be taxables in the town- 
ships who have incomes varying from 
S500 to 83,000 per annum, paople who 
move from the country into towns in 
order to obtain educational advantages 
for their children, most of whom we 
know are wealthy, yet they secure all 
of the advantages o! a conumn school 
for SI par annum. 


The state and county reports show 


that it cost for educating every child 
in our county in the year 1902 S8 35, 
and this is exclusive of building tax. 
While the same law governs, the ccn- 
ditions vary in every township. 
In 


some there may b? a farming and fixed 
population, in others a floating and ir- 
regular one; therefore, the results are 
different. The township that I repre- 
sent is one of the latter class, where 
tenants form a large percentage of the 
population who are being benefited by 
the public schcols at the cost of $1 per 
lUnum. 
While it is true that the state should 


afford a free education to all within 
the commonwealth, does there not seem 
to be an injustice to the industrious, 
hard-working man who owns his own 
home, who not only pays his per capita 
tax but also a tax on the value of his 
property? The result is that real and 
personal property must be taxed heav- 
ily to pay to educate the children of 
tenants. 
In some instancas I know 


even the payment of SI is a hardship, 
but the boards have the power to ex- 
onerate those who are poor and unable 
to pay or where the collection of this tax 
would be a hardship. With this provis 


ion, 
should not this tax be increased? 


The collection of this tax is very diffi- 
cult; we lose every year from 20 per 
cent, to 40 percent, of the total amount 
and this is largely due to careless and 
incompetent assessors. 
Men of this 


olass com? and go. Collections can't 
be enforced until late in the year and 
then there will always be some hesita- 
tion on the part of the board in send- 
ing a man to j ill as it costs more than 
it is worth and the average director 
does not care to assume this position— 
it is easier to exonerate. I! taxes are 
a fl'st lien upon real estate, should or 
should they not be also upon labor? In 
this case taxes would be paid prompt- 
ly. 


Broad Top is the only mining district 


in the county and along with other 
mining districts in the state we are 
the first to feel financially the effects of 
the enormous immigration of the past 
few years. Upon us falls the burden 
of educating the children of foreign 
parents who have come to our shores 
to seek a livelihood. If you will ex- 
amine the statistics of the state reports 
you will find the largest number of 
schools, the longest terms and the 
highest rate of school tax in the m 
ing districts of this state. Last year 
we had to spend 820,000 for new build- 
ings to provide for the increase in pop- 
ulation and it is very evident that in 
the near future we will be obliged to 
make still further additions. 
The par- 


ents of fully 10 per cent, of our school 
children are of foreign birth, non. 
citizens and under the law non-taxable. 
If these people receive all of the bless- 
ings and advantages of an education 
costing as already stated S3 35 per 
child and the benefit of a free govern- 
ment, should they escape taxation? 
They earn the same wages as our own 
citizens and yet are immune from taxa- 
tion. 


Corporate interests and owners of 


property complain of taxation anc 
when I tell you that our tax rate las' 
year on a full valuation was 83 65 for 
state, county, road and school purposes 
there is good reason for complaint. 
But what can we do? Under the com 
pulsory law we are bound to educate 
these children 
Oie of the ill effects 


of immigration is thrown directly upon 
townships of this class. The counties 
of Lackawanna and Luzerne, which 
you all recognize as the largest pro 
ducers of anthracite coal in this state 
are evidently in the same position, fo 
their tax rate for school purposes alon 
is between 11 and 12 mills.

In 1S9.I, 
owing to the exptnse involved in fur- 
nishing free text books, it was further

When this appropriation was inc eac- 


ed to 85,000,000 the qujstion aroae as to 
its dislr.bution.

year, advincjd tbe theory that it 
should be based up in one-third accord 
ing to the number of taxables, one. 
third on the number of teachers or 
ecbools acd one-third according to the 
number cf school children between the 
ai?es of six aud sixteen, and this was 
afterwards made law by the legislature. 
Prior to this time, I believe, the appro- 
priation had been distributed entirely 
according to the numbar of taxable^ 
and there bad been a good many com 
plaints regarding this manner cf dir- 
tribution.

Dr. Schaeffer says this is 
based upon tho number of taxables in 
the several districts ss reported to the 
department of public instruction by 
tho counly commissioners after each 
tri-snnial aES=ssment; it discriminates 
against the districts which lack in- 
dustry to hold their adult population 
in favor of the districts toward which 
the young people gravitate as soon as 
their school dajs are ended. It is 
needless to say that the present system 
fails to carry cut the theory which 
makes it the duty of the state to p-o- 
vide at public expenfe equal common 
school advantages for all of its youth. 
One-third of the state appropriation 
amoun's to 81 833,333,which amouit is 
distributed according to the number of 
taxables. I have not been able to 
obtain the number cf tnxables there 
are in each county or di;trict in the 
statf, but if we take the census of 1902 
this may give you an illustration as to 
how this first division of the state ap- 
propriation would work out in differ- 
ent parts of this commonwealth:

this proposition as attending the com- 
mon schools and if we are to believe 
tbe reports of the public press thous- 
ands of children cannot be accommo- 
dated for want of necessary buildings. 


In all of these propositions I think 


you can see that the country d'stricts 
do not receive a fair proportion of this 
appropriation. 


Let us look briefly at the amount

Thirteen counties out of 67 in this 


state receive, ss you observe, 50 per 
cent, of the total appropriation mide 
by the state. You will recognize them 
amongst the richest in the state. We 
can't, however, take counties as a true 
illustration because in some of them 
are districts suffering just as much as 
we are from this inequitable distribu- 


fore the fund appropriated by the 
state, it seems to me, shou'd be appro- 
priated in such a manner that the 
sparsely populated districts would be 
properly sided. 


Are the children in the weal liy dis- 


tricts more sacred than those in the 
country districts? Hi3 not the coun- 
try boy as gocd a right to have 
just as good sebcols and teachers as 
the boy of the richer cities and towns? 
Why is it that our country districts 
are being depopulated? Ia advocating 
township 
high 
schools 
Governor 


Hastings says : 'The tendency of this 
situation is to aggravate the disposi- 
tion of citizens to move from the coun- 
try into the towns 
The state should 


do all in its power to make life in the 
country districts more attractive and 
lessen the mahva which urges people 
toward tbe cities and tov\ns. ' 


The ignorant as a rule drift into the 


class of unskilled labor and live in 
homes lacking the conveniences cf 
modern life. If those who remain on 
the farm are well educated they will 
lead a richer and fuller life and buy 
more of that which the city makes, 
imports and sells. Every man who 
has a financial interest at all has a 
financial interest in tbe efficiency of 
the country school" 


Since this plan of distribution was 


adopted we bare had additional bur- 
dens placed -upon us; the compulsory 
law and the minimum salary, all of 
which are steps in tho right direction 
The m'nimum salary question affects 
very few districts in this common- 
wealth. That question would have 
settled itss.f by the law of supply and 
demand. List year we had conside-- 
able difficulty in filling our schools 
with competent teachers on account of

while the country districts are taxed

How shall we distribute this appro- 


priation? I want to quote you what 
Dr. Schaefler says in his report of 1897, 
and I Ihink it is also evident, from a 
ilose scrutiny of the School Journal 
for the year, that he also realizes that 
there is EO'ne injustice in this matter, 
but like many of the rest of us, does 
not seem to be able to formnlate a per- 
fect melhod of distribution. He says : 
'Most of the states distribute their 
school roiney upon the bas's of the 
number of children to ba educated, but 
this method discriminates against the 
sparsely populated districts. Ore or 
more of the British provinces have 
adopted 
the plan 
of 
distributing 


school funds according to the total 
number of days of rchool attendance, 
counting as many units for each pupil 
as he was entire days at school. This 
tends to prolong the school term to 
ten months and converts every tax- 
payer into a truant officer, but itia 
unjust when the district is visited by 
epidemics which thin out or close the 
schools. The 
state 
of New York 


swerds 8100 for every teacher during 
thirty-two weeks." 


One plan has been suggested which 


after careful 
study 
and preparing 


tables to show how it works out 
throughout the entire state and the 
townships in this county, seems to me 
to have considerable merit. There is 


considerable itudy I hare come to tbe 
conclusion that the beat solution Is to 
abolish the appropriation entirely and 
let the ttite assume the entire finan- 
cial operations of our schools by levy- 
ing a direct tax for school purposes. 
In such a case the tax would be uni- 
form throughout the state, just and 
equitable; and, further, under such a 
system, teachers would obtain salaries 
justifying them to make teaching a 
profession in place of a stepping stone 
for 
something else. 
School termi 


would be lengthened and equal; coun- 
try schools would have tbe same ad- 
vantages as those in larger towns and 
cltle*. If one tax for the entire state 
is too large a proposition, then let us 
have it by counties with a board of 
education established to levy taxes and 
take the financial management of the 
schools under their control. An aver- 
age tax of 7 mills would increase our 
teacheia' salaries, lengthen the term 
and place every school in the county 
on an equality. My plan is not only 
to make taxation uniform but to adop' 
such methods of control and super- 
vision that will more perfectly sys 
tematize and elevate our commor 
schools. 


We boast of the large appropriation 


made by our state for educationa 
purposes—tbe largest, I believe, of 
any in the Uaion. It would be natura 
for every one outside of the state tr 
assume we had also the bast schools in 
the country, but I am afraid this is not 
the csse. The fact of the matter is we 
are far behind other states who are 
not so liberally treated by the state 
government. We are bound by tra 
dition, the western states began where 
we left off and have outstripped us in 
educational matters. Pew may be sur- 
prised when I tell you that the finest 
public schools in the world today are 
in the town of Menominee, Wis., with 
a population of 5,600. It will pay 
every director to read the article on 
this subject in the "World's Work" for 
March. It certainly is a revelation 
and ought to be an inspiration for 
every citizen. 


I can't believe any citizen will com- 


plain of his school tax—what he does 
grumble about is the inequitable sys- 
tem of taxation and distribution of 
this appropriation. 


Whj! it only costs 88.35 per annum 


to educate our children, less than 3 
cents per day, and if a child remains 
12 years in our public schools it only 
costs SI 00. 


We have got to have better schools 


and we must expect more expense 
President Eliot says we have been 
playing with public schools, that when 
we spend thousands we must spend 
tens of thousands and when tens of 
thousand?, hundreds cf thousands and 
when hundreds of thousands we will 
have to go to millions. 


Increased expenses are before us; 


let us, therefore, go down to the bot- 
tom, revise the system of distribution 
and taxat'oa and then begin to build 
uo on modern lines.

Study of Symmetrical Development—How 


This May Be Brought 


About.

A healthy, well developed body is 


the best gift a child can receive. When 
I say t his I do not meau to cast any 
reflection upon the value of the train- 
ed mind or to depreciate the benefits 
of a thorough education. 
But these 


are of comparatively small value if the 
body is sickly. I do not forget that 
such men as PreEcott, Farkman, Her- 
bert Spencer and a loag li&t of other 
noble students 
accomplished their 


great works in spite ot puiuful and 
wearing physical disability. They had 
a message to deliver to the world anl 
they compelled their bodies to yield to 
their minds. But they were excep- 
tions. As a, rule, the mind is more or 
lees in bondage to the body. If the 
man or woman is to make the bast of 
his or her mental equipment, the 
physique must be brought to its high- 
est perfection. 


It is never too early to bsgiu to do 


this. Those of us who have trained 
children mentally and morally know 
that the work is started when the 
babies are in the cradle. The habits 
of obedience may not be pre-natal, but 
they should te formed so suon after 
birth as to become like nature to the 
child. 


Perhaps it may seem absurd to de- 


mand as much for the child's body- 
but we do not know what we might 
have made of it if we had given it 
more intelligent attention. 
Even as 


it is the mother soon learns that the 
child must not lie in unnatural post- 
ures, that the eyes must be cared for, 
that the back must be kept straight 
and no*, exerted too soon, that the 
limbs must be rubbed and flexed if 


the low rates of salaries, 
had more resignations during the past 
few years than ever before simply be- 
cause other fields of occupation were 
offered paying very much additional 
salary. The time is rapidly coming 
that if we desire to have teachers of 
ability we will have to 'ai-gcly increase 
the present rate of salary.

The tax rate in the city of 
Pniladelphia ia 1903 was eighteen and 
one-hslf mills and this covered the 
total expense of a city government, 
pohce, streets, lighting, water.schools, 
everything, in fact, connected with 
the gcverntnent of a city.

valuation. If there was a fixed rule 
for valuation thrcughout the entire 
state then this plan, it seems to me, 
would be an admirable one. It ia this: 
Take the number of schools in the 
township, multiply th's by the nnm 
ter of months taught and this product 
by the number of mills levied for 
school purposes. 
This plan would be 


based upon the annual report of school 
boards aud county superintendents and 
would be much more accurate than any 
report of the number of taxables or the 
numbar of school children which in a 
large majority of cases are simply 
worthless from incompetent and care- 
less work on the part of the assessor. 
The distribution would ba based upon 
the actual performance in the district;

they do not develop as they should. 
The child must not be allowed to sit 
up alone, to stand or to walk too 
early, lest there be curvatures or mal- 
formations. 


All this is done while the baby is a 


wee thing, but what is done in the 
line of intelligent physical guidance 
when he—or she—is able to go about 
and make a way through the world ? 
When this point is reached the chil- 
dren are allowed to look out for them- 
selves. They may be encouraged to 
take active exercise, though, indeed, 
Nature generally leads them to do this; 
but the parents are too few who direct 
tbe exercise their children take and 
see for themselves that the youngsters 
set about it in the right way. The 
boys go with other boys and so learn 
to play baseball and football, to swim, 
to row, to ride a wheel. The girls 
meet u^Uer Klr]>3 ana roll liuup, aMp 
rope and bicycle. And the father and 
mother feel that" they have done the 
whole duty of parents when they pro- 
vide the means for these outdoor en- 
joyments. It seldom occurs to them 
to make sure that they have secured 
just what the children's physical na- 
ture demands—much less to see that 
the help to exercise is used in a way to 
enable the child to get from it what 
he or she needs. 


Let us take the case of the bicycle, 


for instance—selecting this because of 
the revival in bicycle riding which is 
taking place all over the country. 
There was a time when it was a fad, 
and like most fads, it was abused. 
There was never a good thing yet that 
was not susceptible of misuse and the 
bicycle is a shining example of the 
fact. A few years ago everyone rode a 
wheel. Every child wanted one anc 
the American parent, who is 3ndu!genf 
; 


if he does not always act with the iu 
telligence he puts into business mat 
ters, provided his children with wha 
they wanted. Having done that, he 
felt that his responsibility had ceased 
He had given the children what the; 
a^ked for, and Ui^t ended the matte: 
for him. 


But not for the children. Biini 


children, they promptly proceeded t 
go ahead and do as they plsaserl, wit 
the one object in view of having a good 
time. They may have bad a few les- 
sons in riding, but it is quite as likely 
as not that it waa not from an inst-uct- 
or, but from a playmate. Scim cvil- 
dren of the ' 'born rider" variety had no 
trouble, but rode at once and rode well. 
Others had a bad seat and a bad atti- 
tude from tbe first. Quite probably 
their wheels had not been selected 


development of his sons and daughters 
fee!s that it is perhaps well to look 
into this matter of bicycling in some 
other light than that of anamusement.

What will do for one 
will not answer for another and the 
makers of wheels h£.ve learned that 
the worst service they can do their 
products is to Eend out one that is Kot 
entirely satisfactory. No longer con 
one buy a bicvcle from a responsi- 
ble firm on the hit-or-miss plan.

of how he bcujht a wheel fcr his boy 
and it d'd not last him any length of 
lima at ail.

wear than 1 gave mine, but it was GO 
poorly built that it went to pieces 
before he had hod it a rconth.

As a matter 


of ccursc, if a boy ie absolutely reck- 
ICEB with them he is able to ruin j 
them—as he would anything else of 
value—but instruction in taking de- 
cent care cf his goods and chattels if, 
or should be, part of his training.

it. For one thing, that it is not nec-

Moderation in the use of the wheel 
hould be enforced. Like every other 
ood thing it is possible to have 
oo much of it ii>it is taken at the 
wrong time. The lad who starts out 
n a ride the moment he has finished 
meal and scorches across the coun' 
ry on a hot day with a full stomach 
has himself to blame and not the 
wheel if he upsets his digestion.

wculd be fortune if it were only the 
oys who did this. There are men 
,nd wcm;r., too, who have no better 
ense than to follow this course. 
All that has been paid of the value of 
he phvsical training gained by the 
toys who use the wheel applies with 
qual f Jrca to girls of the same age. 
tis a mistake to thiok that what helps 
he boy to develop his bDdy will be of 
no use to the girl in the improvement 
of hers.
